(as I feared) it t had not been finally ſucceſsful, muſt have reflected 
no little reputation thereon, for having repeatedly put off the ſtroke, 
| and revived the patient in the very hour of death. But as the pa- 
tient is now quite out of danger, I muſt congratulate you, Sir, on 
ſuch a figaal cure, as may deſerve a place OR your greateſt 
atchievements in the art of healing. : 

A poor induftrious woman, the unhappy wife of a wretch who is 
gone a privateering, caught the ſpotted fever, by adventuring to 
aſſiſt a houſe full of ſick, which every one elſe had abandoned, 'She 
was herſelf an invalid at the time, never having been her own 
woman, as ſhe ſaid, ſince (two years ago) ſhe underwent a courſe of 
mercurials for a bad diſtemper received from her huſband, which had

N juſtice to you, and from a deſire of being ſerviceable to the 

community, particularly that part of it which I have the honour 
to be a member of, I ſend you, atteſted by the Officers of his 
Majeſty's thip Juno, under my command, an account of the effects 
of your Drops for Fevers, in the courſe of my late voyage to and 
from Falkland's Iſland, 

In the outward paſſage, by the Surgeon of the ſhip's report to 
me of the 5th of April laſt, it appeared, that Geo.

In June, 1780, being near four months gone with child, with- 
out the enjoyment of one day's health, and continuing to grow worſe 
and worſe daily, ſhe was then ſeized with a violent ſhivering fit, 
ſucceeded by a continual fever and ague, together with a ſwelling 
of her legs; under all theſe alarming circumſtances, I applied to

her recovery; this was in Auguſt :—In twenty-one days from 
the time ſhe was bled, the fever began to abate of its violence, but 
left ſuch a ſoreneſs in the inſide, that the patient could not eat any 
thing *till ſhe was almoſt ſtarved ; the daily enquiries of her friends 
were now to know whether ſhe was dead or alive; however, to 
the aſtoniſhment of all, ſhe was delivered at eight months of a 
male child; this was on the 31ſt of October. — On the 16th day 
after being brought to bed, ſhe entirely loſt the uſe of her ſpeech 
and limbs, the Wo returning again more violent, if poſſible, than 
ever ; ſhe had alſo a continual vomiting, and total obſtruction of 
the urinary paſſage, which was followed by a violent diabetes ; the 
Doctor continued preſcribing frequently twice, and often three 
times a day ; at the end of the month he ordered her to Iſlington, 
telling me at the ſame time he had no hope of her recovery, On 
the 28th of November we got her into a coach, her nurſe and 
mother ſupporting her with pillows, and applying cold water and 
ſalts all the way. After being at Iſlington five days, I was adviſed, 
by a Mr. Harvey, a gentleman in the ſame houſe with us, and 
who had in numberleſs inſtances experienced the virtues of your

BOUT three years ago I was ſeized with the following dread 

ful diſorder : After getting up very well in the morning, and 
eating a hearty breakfaſt, I was taken in a moment with an into- 
lerable ſickneſs at ſtomach, horrid reachings, and a violent head 
and back ache, followed by cold chills, &c.
